Aruba Tourism Authority reports 


6.88% increase in stay-over arrivals in 2668 



ORANJESTAD - The 
Aruba Tourism Authority, 
ATA, has just released the 
conclusive 2008 yearend 
figures of stay-over arrivals, 
reporting that as the 
number of Aruba’s visitors 
was tallied at the end of 
December, excluding 
cruise ship arrivals, theresult 
showed positive growth, an 
increase of 6.88% in 2008 
over yearend 2007. In 
2008, the total stay-over 
arrivals by air stands at 
825,137 in comparison to 
772,036 stay-over arrivals 
in 2007. This translates into 
an increase of 53,101 more 
visitors in 2008 over 2007 
and a significant number 
of 131,765 more stay-over 
visitors over 2006. 

The Aruba Tourism 
Authority is pleased to 
report that all main markets, 
in both North America and 
South America, countries 
supplying Aruba with 
visitors, have experienced 
satisfactory growth. 

An in-depth examination of 
stay-over arrivals in 2008 
indicates that the island 
was enjoying a double digit 
growth over 2007 for the 
first quarter of the year, 
with January closing at 
+20.8% growth, February 
at +22.0% and March at 
+19.1%. 

The month of April slowed 
down to a still satisfactory 
+3.0% growth over 2007, 
then surged to a record of 
+22.76% in May, and cooled 
off again in June as the first 
summer month closed with 


a +4.4% increase followed 
by July +4.6% increase and 
August +5.7% increase, 
over 2007. 

From September on, 
the trend reversed, and 
the number of stay-over 
visitors slipped -5.2% 
over 2007 in September, - 
6.4% in October, - 3,1% in 
November, with December 
closing at a +0.2% plateau, 
concluding 12 months with 
an average 6.88% increase 
in stay-over arrivals, over 
the previous year. 
According to the facts 
gathered by the Aruba’s 
Central Bureau of Statistic, 
CBS, the hotel ADR, 
average daily rate increased 
by 4.4% in 2008, yet the 
other indicator used by the 
hotel industry to measure 
business results, namely 
the rev par, revenue per 


available room, experienced 
a decrease of -1%. 

Aruba’s average occupancy 
for the properties affiliated 
with the Aruba Hotel & 
Tourism Association, 
AHATA, registered at 
73.2% in2008 versus 74.4% 
in 2007, a slight decrease of 
1 . 2 %. 

As expected, Aruba’s 
timeshare resorts performed 
well in 2008 posting 85% 
occupancy, compared to 
83.2% in 2007. 

The Aruba Tourism 
Authority states that in view 
of its finding, 2008 was 
overall a good year, but that 
the last quarter of the year 
is indicative of the tourism 
trend for 2009. During 
these difficult times, it is 
even more important for the 
island to continue to offer 
an excellent and diverse 


vacation product, meeting 
and exceeding visitors’ 
expectations. 

January and February 2009 
arrivals 

For the first two months 
of 2009, stay-over arrival 
stats from the airport 
immigration RADEX 
system, posted a -2.3% 
decrease for January while 
February registered a 7.7% 
drop, for an average of 5% 
year to date. 

Since last year ATA has 
informed that due to the 
global economic crisis, 
it cannot expect further 
growth in 2009. 

The current forecast for 
Aruba is a 5-10 % decrease 
in tourism arrivals in 2009. 
“This forecast can of course 
change, based on the further 
development of the global 
economic crisis. 


Our goal is to minimize 
the decrease caused by the 
impact of global challenges 
as much as possible and to 
embarkonnew opportunities 
as they arise”, said Myma 
Jansen, Managing Director 
of the ATA. 

Aruba’s contingency fund 
for marketing will increase 
Aruba’s high profiled 
presence in the island’s 
main markets, as that fund 
has dramatically increased 
Aruba’s presence on Cable, 
print, online, in cinemas and 
subways, when it facilitated 
the island’s current “90 
friends you haven’t met yet” 
campaign starring many 
island personalities. 

ATA will continue to monitor 
the ever-changing economic 
picture with vigilance, 
alert to all changes in the 
fluctuating market. □

NEW YORK - Wall Street 
is showing it still has some 
moxie. 

Investors shook off an attack of 
nerves that wiped out a big early 
advance Wednesday and then 
barreled back into the market 
right before the close. 

Trading was extremely erratic. 
The Dow Jones industrials 
rose as much as 203 points in 
response to upbeat economic 
data, then fell nearly 110 during 
the afternoon before closing up 
90. 

Weak demand during an auction 
of government debt stirred 
up worries about how easily 
Washington will be able to raise 
money to fund its economic 
rescue program, market analysts 
said. The fear in the market 
is that the government might 
not be able to easily raise the 
hundreds of billions of dollars 
it needs. 

The day proves that Wall Street 
remains fragile despite a two- 
week rally that saw the Dow 
regain more than 1,000 points. 
“There was a mix of good and 
bad news and at the end of the 
day the good news won out,” 
said Alan Skrainka, chief market 
strategist at Edward Jones. “It’s 
a jumpy market.” 

Doug Roberts, chief 
investment strategist at 
ChannelCapitalResearch.com, 
said, “Right now there is a lot 
of crosscurrents coming. People 
want to be flat going in to the 
following day. They really don’t 
want to be holding a major 
position.” 

Some analysts said the late surge 
— which lifted the Dow nearly 
178 points, or 2.35 percent 
in the last hour — was due in 
part to short covering. That’s a 
trend caused by investors who 
had borrowed and sold stock 
on a bet the market would fall, 
and who have to cover their 
positions when they see the 


market starting to turn higher. 
The day’s oscillations, which 
recall some of the volatile 
trading Wall Street saw during 
the worst of its fall and winter 
selling, aren’t surprising and in 
fact may be a sign of the market’s 
resilience. While no one knows if 
the market is indeed recovering, 
analysts expect pullbacks and 
uncertainty as investors try to 
figure out their next moves. 
Wednesday’s trading may well 
be setting a pattern for stocks 
going forward. 

“I think we’re vulnerable to the 
changing views of the market 
over very short time periods,” 
said Jim King, chief investment 
officer at National Penn 
Investors Trust Co. in Reading, 
Pa. 

The Dow closed up 89.94, or 
1.17 percent, at 7,749.81, while 
the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 7.63, or 0.95 percent, 
to 813.88. The Dow is up 18.4 
percent since March 9, right 
before the start of the market’s 
rally, while the S&P 500 is up 
20.3 percent. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 12.43, or 0.82 percent, 
to 1,528.95, and the Russell 
2000 index, which tracks small 
company stocks, rose 9.74, or 
2.34, to 426.52. 

Two stocks rose for every one 
that fell on the New York Stock 
Exchange, where consolidated 
volume came to 7.53 billion 
shares, up from Tuesday’s 6.65 
billion. 

Bond prices fell after the 
auction of $34 billion in 5-year 
Treasury notes. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which moves opposite its 
price, jumped to 2.77 percent 
from 2.71 percent late Tuesday. 
The yield on the three-month 
T-bill rose to 0.19 percent from 
0.17 percent Tuesday. 

Investors gave an unexpectedly 
cool response to the note 
sale just a day after a $40 
billion auction of 2-year notes 


suggested strong demand. The 
government is running up huge 
deficits in order to fund an array 
of plans to provide stimulus to 
the economy and support to the 
ailing financial system. Any 
suggestion that demand for U.S. 
government debt is weakening 
is a negative for stocks, simply 
because Wall Street has been 
relying so heavily on the 
government’s rescue plans. 

The surge of worry over the debt 
auction wiped out the market’s 
early optimism in response to 
durable goods and home sales 
data. 

Orders at U.S. factories for 
cars, airplanes, household 
appliances, furniture and other 
large goods rose 3.4 percent last 
month, far better than analysts’ 
forecast of a drop of 2 percent. 
The increase was the biggest in 
14 months and breaks a streak 
of six straight monthly drops. 
However, a large drop in orders 
in January was revised even 
lower. 

New home sales rose 4.7 
percent in February to a 
seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 337,000. The month was still 
the worst on records dating to 
1963. Economists surveyed by 
Thomson Reuters had expected 
February sales to fall to a pace 
of 300,000 units. 

The economic reports followed 
a series of better-than-expected 
numbers that have helped 
stocks rally so sharply the past 
two weeks. 

Although the data haven’t been 
strong enough to shield the 
market from disappointments 
like Wednesday’s auction, 
analysts were heartened by the 
pickup at the end of the day. 
“Today was somewhat different 
and encouraging in the fact 
that investors came in to buy 
weakness at the close,” instead 
of accelerating downward on 
the first sign of selling, said 
Michael Sheldon, chief market 
strategist at RDM Financial. 


He said that marked a shift from 
the late-day selloffs the market 
had seen in recent months, when 
traders were abandoning stocks. 
But analysts still warn that 
investors risk getting burned if 
they are too quick to ratchet up 
expectations about the pace of 
a recovery in the market or the 
economy. 

Big problems still have to be 
resolved before the economy 
can untangle itself from the 
deep recession. The nation’s 


unemployment rate of 8.1 
percent is the worst since the 
difficult recession of the early 
1980s. 

And home prices are still falling 
in many areas even as sales 
show some tentative signs of 
stability. That puts homeowners 
at risk of owing more on their 
homes than they are worth. 

That in turn could bring more 
troubles for banks already 
saddled with bad mortgage 
debt. □ 


AP Source: IBM to lay off 
5,000 U.S.-based workers 

SAN FRANCISCO - IBM Corp. plans to lay off about 5,000 
U.S. employees in a new round of job cuts, The Associated 
Press has learned. 

An IBM manager knowledgeable about the plans says the 
cuts will come from the services division and workers will be 
informed Thursday. The person spoke on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized to discuss the plan publicly. 

The layoffs were reported earlier by The Wall Street Journal. 
This represents about 4 percent of IBM’s U.S.-based work force, 
which totaled 115,000 at the end of 2008. 

IBM has about 400,000 employees worldwide and is aggressively 
shifting labor to lower-cost regions like India. 

In January, IBM cut thousands of U.S. jobs in sales, software 
and hardware. IBM didn’t give the precise number, saying it fell 
below an amount that would require disclosure.Q 
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Obama’s "Investment" Strategy 
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Mike Memoli 

Millions of Americans have seen their investments waste away 
during this economic crisis. So it was curious to hear President 
Obama defend his budget not as a spending plan, but as a 
package of worthwhile investments that will ultimately restore 
prosperity and set the nation on the right course. In fact, Obama 
used a variation of the word “invest” at least 22 times in his prime 
time news conference Tuesday night, battling back charges that 
his effort to expand health care, improve education and achieve 
energy independence would “bankrupt” the nation. 

“What I’ve said here in Washington is that we’ve got to make 
some tough choices,” Obama told the more than 300 reporters 
gathered in the East Room, and millions of Americans watching 
on television. “What we can’t do, though, is sacrifice long-term 
growth, investments that are critical to the future. And that’s why 
my budget focuses on health care, energy, education — the kinds 
of things that can build a foundation for long-term economic 
growth, as opposed to the fleeting prosperity that we’ve seen 
over the last several years.” 

That statement came in response to a question from CBS News’ 
Chip Reid, who reminded the president that he has said he did not 
want to “pass on our problems to the next generation,” but put 
forth a budget that would add from $7 to $9.3 trillion in the next 
10 years. Obama again pointed a finger back at the Republicans, 
saying they don’t have the standing to criticize him on fiscal 
responsibility. And he argued that only by implementing the 
pillars of his agenda will a true recovery take hold. 

“This budget is inseparable from this recovery, because it is 
what lays the foundation for a secure and lasting prosperity,” 
he said in his opening statement - read not from his standard 
teleprompter in front of the podium, but from a monitor in the 
back of the East Room. 

Obama’s plan, like investments on Wall Street, certainly comes 
with risks. The political risk he takes is that each of his “down 
payments” on items like health care and alternative energy 
come with no immediate return - meaning that even if they 
prove successful down the road, the short-term impact to the 
deficit might scare off increasingly skeptical lawmakers. Obama 
recognized this, repeating throughout the news conference on a 
host of issues that he is not choosing the easy route. 

“Look, if this were easy, then, you know, we would have already 
had it done, and the budget would have been voted on, and 
everybody could go home,” he said. “This is hard.” 

Maintaining the status quo is simply not an option in his mind. 
And he said several times that Republicans have yet to offer a 
counterproposal, so he offered a straw-man argument. 

“The alternative is to stand pat and to simply say, ‘We are 
just going to not invest in health care. We’re not going to take 
on energy. We’ll wait until the next time that gas gets to $4 a 
gallonQ 


To lift the US economy, lift sanctions on America’s foes

Cambridge, Mass. - At a time when the United 
States is faced with its largest economic crisis 
since the Great Depression, why does the US 
government remain committed to being the 
world’s most active user of economic sanctions? 
Given the economic circumstances facing the 
country and President Obama’s goal of mending 
the US image abroad, the US government must 
reevaluate its sanctions policies. 

In the research I have conducted on the 
international response to US economic sanctions, 
I’ve made several surprising discoveries about 
the effects the sanctions have on their targets’ 
trade with other countries. In studying more 
than 100 cases of US-imposed sanctions from 
1950-2000, I found that the United States’ allies 
have consistently exploited the commercial 
opportunities created by US sanctions for their 
own benefit. 

US allies have tended to trade far more with the 
states it has sanctioned than other countries. Part 
of this is because the US has lots of commercially 
competitive allies. It is also because these states 
use their alliances with the US as political cover to 
shield their companies from American retaliation. 
In effect, this means that the US subsidizes the 
economies of its allies to the detriment of its own 
businesses. 

The US sanctions against Iran and Cuba illustrate 
this point well. Sanctions against Iran have 
forced American oil companies either to do 
their business elsewhere or give up their trade 
to foreign firms. It is not a coincidence that after 
Halliburton was scathingly rebuked by Congress 
for business dealings with Iran through its Dubai- 
based subsidiary that the company moved its 
entire headquarters to Dubai in 2007. 

Halliburton moved because it was more profitable 
for it to do business in Dubai than it was to for 
it to stay in the United States. When the US 
government prevents its companies from doing 
their business profitably, how can we expect them 
not to leave? 

In a capitalist society, profits - not patriotism 
- keep companies afloat (at least in theory). 

At a time when there is growing anger over 
government hand outs to unprofitable firms, it 


does not make sense that the US government is 
forcing companies with profitable opportunities 
to flee the country. 

As for US sanctions against Cuba, in the past 
five decades Canada, Japan, Spain, Britain, 
France, and Italy have all played an active role 
in sanctions-busting on Cuba’s behalf. One of 
the main reasons that these countries are even 
commercially competitive in Cuba is because of 
the absence of competition from US businesses. 
When American businesses have the opportunity 
to compete in Cuban markets, the results are 
impressive. After Congress lifted most of its 
sanctions on the export of food and medicine to 
Cuba in 2000, US trade in those products rose 
from $6 million in 2000 to $350 million by 
2006. 

How many new jobs would be created if US 
companies could once again fully trade with 
Cuba? After nearly 50 years, US sanctions have 
failed to bring about regime change in Cuba and 
cost US companies untold billions of dollars in 
lost opportunities. 

Instead of maintaining beggar-thyself policies of 
largely symbolic effectiveness, the United States 
needs to allow pragmatism and its commercial 
needs to guide its foreign trade policies. 
Remarkably, some of the same congressmen who 
supported the “Buy American” provision in the 
stimulus package similarly supported the Helms- 
Burton Act in 1996, which legislatively-mandated 
the US sanctions against Cuba. 

If Congress can vote to “Buy American,” why 
can’t it vote to “Sell American? “ 

American sanctions cost Americans jobs. With 
a new administration and a major economic 
crisis before us, there is a unique opportunity for 
policymakers to overcome the entrenched interests 
that support the sanctions against countries such 
as Iran and Cuba and do something positive for 
the American economy. The best part: It won’t 
cost us our tax dollars.

buffalo mozzarella—sushi, home¬ 
made soups, and much more. 

The salad bar is included in the 
continuous service meal with un¬ 
limited choices from the grilled 
meats, but for vegetarians or the 
non-meat eaters, a special price 
is offered for just the salad bar.

Ell presidency: US stimulus is ‘the road to heir

BRUSSELS (AP) — The head of the 
European Union slammed President 
Barack Obama’s plan to spend nearly 
$2 trillion to push the U.S. economy out 
of recession as “the road to hell” that 
EU governments must avoid. The blunt 
comments by Czech Prime Minister Mirek 


Topolanek to the European Parliament 
on Wednesday highlighted simmering 
European differences with Washington 
ahead of a key summit next week on fixing 
the world economy. It was the strongest 
pushback yet from a European leader 
as the 27-nation bloc bristles from U.S. 
criticism that it is not spending enough to 
stimulate demand. 


Shocked by the outburst, other European 
politicians went into damage control mode, 
with some reproaching the Czech leader 
for his language and others reaffirming 
their good diplomatic ties with the United 
States. The leaders of EU’s major nations 
— France, Britain and Germany, among 
others — largely ignored Topolanek and 
his remarks.

Dems advance Obama’s tax, spending budget outlines

WASHINGTON 
Congressional Democrats 
advanced budget outlines 
Wednesday that largely mirror 
President Barack Obama’s 
tax and spending plans while 
imposing marginal changes 
to tame ballooning deficits. 
“This budget will protect 
President Obama’s priorities 
— education, energy, health 
care, middle class tax relief and 
cut the deficit in half,” Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid 
said after the president met 
privately in the Capitol with 
rank-and-file Democrats. 
Budget Committee Chairman 
Kent Conrad, D-N.D., said 
the purpose of the president’s 
visit was not to round up votes 
to assure passage of the plan. 
“He came here to show 
leadership and to show we’re 
together on his priorities,” the 
senator said. 

Conrad indicated changes 
had been made to reflect 
concern about the deficit, the 
most notable of which was to 
assume the president’s middle 
class tax cut would expire 
after 2010. 

Future attempts to extend the 
tax reductions would have to 
be paid for from elsewhere in 
the budget to avoid adding to 
the red ink, he said. 

Obama came to the Capitol as 
committees in the House and 
Senate settled down to review 
similar budget plans, with 
votes on the floors of both 
houses expected by the end of 
next week. 

A version put forward by the 
House Budget Committee 
foresees a $598 billion federal 


deficit after five years. And 
there would be a $1.2 trillion 
red-ink figure for the 2010 
budget year, as opposed to $1.4 
billion under Obama’s plan as 
scored by the Congressional 
Budget Office. 

Obama, after describing 
his tax and spending plan 
Tuesday night as essential for 
economic recovery, traveled 
to the Capitol for a meeting 
with Senate Democrats on the 
issue. 

Budget director Peter Orszag 
said the companion fiscal 
blueprints in the House 
and Senate would bolster 
administration efforts to give 
a higher priority to education 
and clean energy programs as 
well as taking into account 
Obama’s desire to overhaul 
health care.

Clinton: US shares blame

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Postmaster General John Potter 
said Wednesday the financially 
strapped U.S. Postal Service 
will run out of money this year 
without help from Congress. 
The only lingering question, 
Potter told a House 
subcommittee, is which bills 
will get paid and which will

not. He did say ensuring the 
payment of workers’ salaries 
comes first. But Potter also said 
other bills may have to wait. 
Potter’s appearance came as 
the agency, which has lived 
on a reputation of serving 
through wind, rain and all sorts 
of obstacles, seeks permission 
to reduce mail delivery to five 


days a week. It also wants to 
change the way retiree health 
benefits are amassed to save 
money. 

“We are facing losses of historic 
proportion,” he said. “Our 
situation is critical.” 

The Postal Service was $2.8 
billion in the red last year and 
is facing even larger losses 
this year due to a sharp decline 
in mail volume in the weak 
economy. Potter broached 
the possibility of cutting mail 
delivery from six days to five 
in January, but the idea has 
not been warmly received in 
Congress. 

“With the Postal Service 
facing budget shortfalls the 
subcommittee will consider a 
number of options to restore 
financial stability and examine 
ways for the Postal Service to 
continue to operate without 
cutting services,” subcommittee 
chairman Stephen F. Lynch 
said. 

Lynch said the financial stability 
of the Postal Service is “critical 
to the American expectation 
of affordable six-day mail 
delivery.” 

The post office is also seeking 
changes in its required pre¬ 


funding of medical costs 
for retirees that could cut its 
annual costs by $2 billion, 
a move endorsed by several 
subcommittee members. 

“We are not here today to ask 
for a taxpayer bailout, but we 
are here to ask the Congress for 
help,” William Young, president 
of the National Association 
of Letter Carriers, said in his 
prepared testimony. 

“At this moment, the survival of 
the Postal Service — a venerable 
institution that is literally older 
than our country — hangs in the 
balance,” he added. 

Even if the agency succeeds in 
reaching its planned cost cuts 
of $5.9 billion, there could still 
be a $6 billion deficit in 2010, 
Potter told the House Oversight 
Subcommittee on the Federal 
Work Force and Postal Service. 
“Without a change we will 
exhaust our cash resources,” 
Potter said. “We can no longer 
afford business as usual.” 

He estimated that delivering 
mail five days-a-week instead 
of six would save $3.5 billion 
per year. 

Asked if layoffs would occur, 
Potter said it is possible, but he 
hopes avoidable. 


Last week the post office said it 
planned to offer early retirement 
to 150,000 workers and is 
eliminating 1,400 management 
positions and closing six of its 
80 district offices across the 
country in cost-cutting efforts. 
Dan Blair, head of the 
independent Postal Regulatory 
Commission, suggested in his 
testimony that other savings 
could be realized through 
closing small and rural post 
offices — something Congress 
has resisted in the past. He 
added that it may be necessary 
to increase the limit on the 
amount of debt the post office 
can carry. 

The post office had a $384 
million loss in the first quarter 
of the fiscal year — October 
through December — which 
is usually the busiest period 
because of the holidays. 
Officials said the recession has 
contributed to a mail volume 
drop of 5.2 billion pieces 
compared to the same period 
last year. If there is no economic 
recovery, the USPS projects 
volume for the year will be 
down by 12 billion to 15 billion 
pieces of mail.Q 
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U.S. agency review of mining permits signals shift

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Breaking with the policies of 
the Bush administration, the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency is sharpening its 
oversight of mountaintop 
coal mining to ensure projects 
do not harm streams and 
wetlands. 

EPA administrator Lisa 
Jackson directed the agency 
staff on Tuesday to review 150 
to 200 applications for new or 
expanded surface coal mines, 
many mountaintop removal 
operations, pending before the 
federal government. 

The agency also obj ected to two 
permits slated for approval by 
the Army Corps of Engineers. 
And in a third letter, the EPA 
recommended that the Corps 


deny a more recent permit 
request. That objection is not 
part of the initial review of 
150-200 permits. 

In letters sent to the Corps’ 
office in Huntington, West 
Virginia, the agency said 
the companies seeking 
the permits have not done 
enough to avoid and minimize 
damage to water quality and 
stream channels. The letters 
address mining permits sought 
by subsidiaries of Massey 
Energy Co. and Patriot Coal 
Co. for West Virginia and 
Rhino Resources for a mine in 
eastern Kentucky. 

The permits authorize mining 
companies that blast away 
mountaintops to access coal to 
dump the waste into streams 
and wetlands. 

The actions “reflect EPA’s 


considerable concern 

regarding the environmental 
impact these projects would 
have on fragile habitats and 
streams,” Jackson said in a 
statement. 

Environmentalists hailed the 
decision as a sea change in 
policy. The EPA has always 
had the authority to review 
and veto permits issued by 
the Corps of Engineers, but it 
rarely did so during the Bush 
administration. 

The Corps has long been 
criticized by environmental 
and community groups and 
has been sued for failing 
to thoroughly evaluate the 
environmental impact of 
mountaintop removal. 

Under the Clean Water Act, 
companies cannot discharge 
rock, dirt and other debris into 


Air Force F-22 crashes in 
California desert near air base 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif. - One of the 
Air Force’s top-of-the-line 
F-22 fighter jets crashed 
Wednesday in the high desert 
of Southern California. There 
was no immediate word on 
whether the pilot ejected. 

The F-22 A Raptor crashed 35 
miles northeast of Edwards 
Air Force Base, Pentagon 
spokesman Gary Strassburg 
said. The Bureau of Land 
Management identifies the 
area as Harper Dry Lake, a 
vast and empty expanse of 
sometimes marshy flat land. 
Rescue crews were at the site 
in the afternoon but there 
was no information on the 
status of the pilot, said Lt. 
Col. Karen Platt, an Air Force 
spokeswoman at the Pentagon. 
The crash occurred at 10 a.m., 
said Airman 1st Class William 
O’Brien, a spokesman at 
Edwards. 

The jet, assigned to the 411th 
Flight Test Squadron of 
Edwards’ 412th Test Wing, 
was on a test mission, said Air 
Force Maj. David Small at the 
Pentagon. Small did not know 
the nature of the mission. 

The radar-evading F-22s each 
cost $140 million and are 
designed for air dominance. 
The warplanes can carry air- 
to-air missiles but are capable

of ground attack as well. 

The $65 billion F-22 program 
is embattled, with some 
opponents contending that 
a different warplane under 
development, the F-35 Joint 
Strike Fighter, is more versatile 
and less costly at $80 million 
per plane. 

F-22s were grounded for 
two weeks after one crashed 
at Nellis Air Force Base in 
Nevada in December 2004. 
They were cleared again to 
fly after a review, and an Air 
Force statement at the time 
said officials were “highly 
confident in the design, 
testing and development” of 
the aircraft. The pilot in that 


crash successfully ejected. 

The U.S. is committed to 183 
F-22s, down from the original 
plan laid out in the 1980s to 
build 750. 

Its prime contractor, Lockheed 
Martin Corp., says there are 
95,000jobs at 1,000 companies 
connected to the F-22. 

A spokesman for Bethesda, 
Md.-based Lockheed Martin 
referred all calls about the 
crash to the Air Force. 
Lockheed is trying to convince 
the Pentagon to buy as 
many as 20 more F-22s. The 
military is expected to signal 
its intentions when the 2010 
Defense Department budget is 
released next month. □

streams unless they can show 
they will not cause permanent 
damage to waterways or the 
fish and other wildlife that 
live in them. 

Last month, a three-judge 
appeals panel in Richmond, 
Va., overturned a lower 
court’s ruling that would have 
required the Corps to conduct 
more extensive reviews. 
The appeals court decision 
cleared the way for a backlog 
of permits that had been 
delayed until the lawsuit was 


resolved. 

The EPA’s action on Tuesday 
could leave those permit 
requests in limbo a little 
longer. 

Ginger Mullins, regulatory 
branch chief for the Corps’ 
Huntington District, which 
covers portions of Kentucky, 
Ohio, West Virginia, Virginia 
and North Carolina, said 
the EPA reviews will delay 
approval of projects. 

“It will take more time,” said 
Mullins. □

MONTPELIER, Vermont 
(AP)—Vermont’s Republican 
governor said Wednesday for 
the first time that he will veto 
a gay-marriage proposal if it 
passes the state Legislature. 
Speaking at an afternoon news 
conference, Gov. Jim Douglas 
said that he thought Vermont’s 
first-in-the-nation civil unions 
law, passed in 2000, provided 
sufficient rights to same-sex 
couples and that he believed 
“marriage should remain 
between a man and woman.” 
“For those reasons and because 
I believe that by removing 
any uncertainty about my 


position we can move more 
quickly beyond this debate, I 
am announcing that I intend 
to veto this legislation when 
it reaches my desk,” he 
proclaimed. 

Vermont would become 
the third U.S. state, along 
with Massachusetts and 
Connecticut, to allow same- 
sex marriage. The governor’s 
announcement drew 

immediate condemnation 
from the Democratic House 
speaker and Senate president 
pro tern and from the head of 
the leading group supporting 
same-sex marriage in 
Vermont. 

“I’m profoundly disappointed. 
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Vermonfs governor says 
he’ll veto gay marriage 


I think this is a sad day for 
Vermont and Vermonters,” said 
Beth Robinson, chairwoman 
of the Vermont Freedom to 
Marry Task Force. 

Lawmakers vowed to continue 
dealing with the bill, which 
passed the Senate on a voice 
vote Tuesday after winning 
preliminary approval there 
by a 26-4 roll call vote a day 
earlier. The measure currently 
is in the House Judiciary 


Committee and is expected 
to be up for a vote in the full 
House late next week. 

Since Vermont passed its civil 
unions law, which permits 
state benefits for gay spouses, 
California, New Jersey 
and New Hampshire have 
followed suit. Massachusetts 
and Connecticut allow full 
marriage for gay and lesbian 
couples. Meanwhile, an effort 
to force a vote on same-sex 


civil unions failed in the Hawaii 
Senate, essentially killing the 
measure.Only six senators 
supported the legislative 
maneuver, short of the nine 
votes required for a full Senate 
vote. Even though about 18 
senators have indicated they 
support civil unions, they 
lacked the political willpower 
to go against Senate President 
Colleen Hanabusa, who 
opposed the effort.Q

In a briefing for reporters 
in advance of Obama’s Hill 
visit, Orszag said the plans 
were “fully in line with the 
president’s key priorities.” 
Obama has said that he 
understands the process will 
require considerable give and 
take, but that he doesn’t want 
to lose sight of the overall 
goals. He characterized them 
as “98 percent the same as the 
budget proposal the president 
sent up in February.” 

The most immediate impact of 
the budget outlines — which 


are nonbinding blueprints 
spelling out the parameters 
of subsequent implementing 
legislation — is to impose a 
cap on the amount of money 
that can be doled out by the 
appropriating panels for the 
budget year starting Oct. 1. 
The House plan, unveiled by 
Budget Committee Chairman 
John Spratt Jr., D-S.C., would 
cut spending less — just a 
$7 billion reduction from 
Obama’s domestic agency 
budgets for next year — than 
would the companion Senate 
plan, which would curb such 
spending by $15 billion. 


On larger issues like taxes, 
health care and combating 
global warming, the 
congressional Democratic 
plans simply seek to punt 
difficult decisions into the 
future. 

The House measure also 
backs Obama’s plans to 
essentially eliminate the 
federal guaranteed student 
loan program, replacing 
such loans with direct loans 
made by the Department 
of Education. The proposal 
would be advanced on a fast- 
track under the plan, which 
the Congressional Budget 
Office estimates would save 
$92 billion over 10 years that 
could be used to fund other 
aid to students. 

Obama has been hearing 
increasingly vocal opposition 
to the blueprint he sent 
to Congress last month, 
however. Some of the 
opposition on spending, 
particularly, has come from 
moderate to conservative 
members of his own party.

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Midwest mayor optimistic after blast of ice jam 


BISMARCK, North Dakota 
(AP) — President Barack 
Obama declared flood-stricken 
North Dakota a federal disaster 
area on Wednesday as some 
living along the Missouri River 
evacuated their homes and 
others worked on sandbagging 
and shoring up its banks. 
Demolition crews blasted 
chunks of ice near a huge 
ice jam in the river in a bid 
Wednesday to open a channel, 
like pulling out a giant plug to 
drain a flood threatening the 
state capital of Bismarck. 

“We are cautiously optimistic,” 
Bismarck Mayor John 
Warford said after the string of 
explosives went off about 500 
feet south of the jam. He said 
officials would have a better 
assessment Wednesday night, 


but said water appeared to be 
moving. 

Water backing up behind the 
dam of car-size ice blocks 
already had forced the 
evacuation of about 1,700 
people from low-lying areas 
in Bismarck. 

The flood threat intensified 
after the region was hit 
Tuesday by a blizzard. 

Some 200 miles east of 
Bismarck, officials also 
called for more sandbagging 
volunteers in Fargo, and 
its cross-river neighbor, 
Moorhead, Minnesota, where 
the Red River was projected 
to crest Friday evening. 

The ice jam threat, created by 
ice flowing down the Heart 
River, was made up of chunks 
of ice up to 3 feet (a meter) 


thick and the size of small 
cars, said Assistant Water 
Commission Engineer Todd 
Sando. 

A second ice jam about 10 
miles upstream of Bismarck 
was also a concern, holding 
back a growing reservoir. The 
National Weather Service 
posted a flash flood warning 
for a three-county area, saying 
the integrity of that ice jam, 
was unpredictable. 

“The fact that it could break 
at any time is bad news,” 
Bismarck Mayor John 
Warford said at a morning 
news conference. 

Obama’s declaration means 
the federal government will 
pay 75 percent of state and 
local government costs for the 
flood fight. 


NY transit agency adopts 
tare hikes, service cuts

NEW YORK (AP) — Transit 
officials facing a $1.2 billion 
budget gap voted Wednesday 
for sweeping fare hikes 
and drastic service cuts that 
will boost the cost of a New 
York City subway ride by 25 
percent to $2.50. 

By two 12-1 votes, the 
Metropolitan Transportation 
Authority adopted a measure 
on fare hikes and another on 
service cuts, but only after 
some board members angrily 
denounced state lawmakers 
and Gov. David Paterson 
for failing to bail out the 
financially troubled agency. 

In Albany, the New York 
state capital, lawmakers were 
still trying to work out a deal 
to soften the blow for the 
8.5 million commuters who 
use the MTA’s bus, subway 
and rail lines on an average 
weekday. 

Under the measures adopted 
by the MTA board Wednesday, 
the base subway and bus fare 
will rise from $2 to $2.50 and 
a 30-day MetroCard will cost 
$103, up from $81. 

The board also approved 
service cuts that include the 
elimination of some bus and 
subway routes. About 1,100

transit workers will be laid 
off. The layoffs amount to less 
than 2 percent of the agency’s 
69,000-strong work force, but 
more cuts are expected. 

In New York City alone, 7.4 
million people use 27 subway 
lines and 243 bus routes on an 
average weekday. 

MTA officials blamed the 
authority’s fiscal woes on the 
economic downturn. They 
said ridership is down and 
revenue from taxes on real 
estate transactions have fallen 
steeply. Through mid-March, 
the authority received $97 
million in real estate taxes, 
$210 million less than it took 
in during the same period last

year. 

In a side note to the agency’s 
budget woes, MTA board 
member Nancy Shevell came 
under fire from a New York 
City councilman for missing 
Monday’s vote. 

Shevell, who has been dating 
Paul McCartney, skipped the 
meeting Monday to attend a 
gala film opening in London 
with the ex-Beatle. She was 
present on Wednesday and 
voted for the fare increases 
and service cuts. 

She is “someone who does not 
belong on the MTA board,” 
said Councilman John Liu, 
chairman of the council’s 
Transportation Committee.□

NEW YORK (AP) — A judge said Wednesday he favors 
keeping Sept. 11, 2001 terror-attack related documents and 
interviews secret until the trials for several families of victims 
suing the airline industry, an opinion that upset several 
victims’ family members. 

Donald Migliori, a lawyer for families of three people who 
died on hijacked planes in the attacks, asked U.S. District 
Judge Alvin Hellerstein to make nearly a million pages of 
evidence and 200 depositions public, saying there was no 
reason for secrecy. 

Hellerstein did not rule, but he said he favored not publically 
disclosing evidence that had been gathered and shared with 
lawyers for the victims under a confidentiality agreement 
until a trial occurs. 

No trial has yet been scheduled. 

He said the confidentiality agreement speeded a pretrial 
process that enabled more than 90 families of victims of the 
Sept. 11,2001 attacks to settle their cases. Only three families 
have not settled. 

Michael Rowe Feagley, a lawyer for the aviation defendants, 
said it would not be fair to make all of the pretrial evidence 
public now, especially since defendants had turned over 
so much with the understanding that it would remain 
confidential before trial. He said it would take “extraordinary 
circumstances and an extreme need for it” to force its public 
release. 

Mike Low, the father of a flight attendant who died on one of 
the hijacked planes, said afterwards that he was disappointed 
but not surprised by Hellerstein’s position. 

Low sued in spring 2003 on behalf of his daughter, Sara Low, 
28, a Boston-based flight attendant who died when American 
Airlines Flight 11 struck the World Trade Center. 

“A few days after 9/11, a veil of secrecy came down. It’s still 
there,” he said. □

and a market. In six attacks, 
12 civilians were killed and 
dozens wounded, said Human 
Rights Watch researcher Fred 
Abrahams. 

Each shell bursts into 116 
burning white phosphorous 
wedges, over a radius of more 
than 135 yards. The wedges 
burn on contact with oxygen, 
creating intense heat, and 
can cause severe burns. The 
phosphorous kept burning 
for many days, and was still 
smoldering well after Israel’s 
withdrawal on Jan. 18. 
Abrahams said the Israeli 
military was aware of the 
destructive nature of white 
phosphorous. Army medical 
officers warned during the war 
that the weapon is “potentially 
extremely destructive to 
tissue,” according to an internal 
army document attached to the 
report. Israel’s use of white 
phosphorous violated the laws 
of war, Abrahams said. 

“They knew perfectly well 
what danger white phosphorous 
poses to civilians,” Abrahams 
said. “Their own documents 
prove it. They know that these 
areas were densely populated. 
Yet they fired it not once, not 
twice, but repeatedly into 
densely populated areas.” 

Israel could have used less 
dangerous smoke screens 
producedby an Israeli company, 
Abrahams said. 

was traveling to attend an EU 
event. 

Analyst Nicolas Veron, a 
research fellow at the Bruegel 
think tank, said Topolanek’s 
view is not widely shared by 
EU leaders. 

“I don’t think the damage can 
be as large as the very strong 
wording of this would lead 
one to think,” he said. “Many 
people have doubts about the 
U.S. plan but what he said is 
much stronger.” 

Veron said European leaders

He called for an investigation 
by the U.N. secretary-general or 
the U.N. Security Council into 
all of Israel’s alleged violations 
of the rules of war, including 
the use of white phosphorous. 
The United States supplied the 
white phosphorous to Israel 
and should launch its own 
investigation into whether the 
shells were used illegally, he 
said. Hamas should also be 
investigated for war crimes, 
including indiscriminate rocket 
fire into Israeli border towns, 
Human Rights Watch said. 

Lt. Col. Shane Cohen, a 
reserve artillery officer, noted 
that white phosphorous shells 
are also used in the British and 
U.S. armies. He said shells 
would not be fired as smoke 
screens if civilians are present. 
“The enemy might be behind 
the civilians, and you want to 
put the smoke screen in the 
middle, so you’re going to think 
more than twice, and nearly for 
sure, you’re not going to be 
firing it,” he said. 

Israel launched its Gaza 
offensive on Dec. 27 in an 
attempt to halt rocket fire 
and weaken the territory’s 
Hamas rulers. More than 
1,400 Palestinians, including 
more than 900 civilians, were 
killed in the war, according 
to a Palestinian human rights 
group. Thirteen Israelis were 
also killed. □ 

Manuel Barroso also said it was 
“not helpful... to try to suggest 
that Americans and Europeans 
are coming with very different 
approaches to the crisis.” 

“On the contrary, what 
we are seeing is increased 
convergence,” he told the 
parliament. 

But Europe’s resistance to 
the U.S. call for new stimulus 
measures is starting to weaken 
despite Germany’s fierce 
opposition to any new spending 
program this year.

“Our insatiable demand for 
illegal drugs fuels the drug 
trade,” she said. “Our inability 
to prevent weapons from 
being illegally smuggled 
across the border to arm these 
criminals causes the deaths of 
police officers, soldiers and 
civilians.” 

“I feel very strongly we have 
a co-responsibility,” she told 
reporters accompanying her 
to Mexico City a day after the 
administration of President 
Barack Obama said it would 
send more money, technology 
and manpower to secure the 
United States’ southwestern 
frontier and help Mexico battle 
the cartels. 

Obama himself said Tuesday 
that he wanted the U.S. to do 
more to prevent guns and cash 
from illicit drug sales from 
flowing across the border into 
Mexico. 

“That’s part of what’s 
financing their operations. 
That’s part of what’s arming 
them. That’s what makes them 
so dangerous,” he told a news 
conference. 

“And this is something that we 
take very seriously and we’re 
going to continue to work on 
diligently in the months to 
come.” 

Clinton’s remarks, delivered 
ahead of her arrival in Mexico 
City, appeared more forceful 
in recognizing the U.S. share 


of the blame. Mexican officials 
have in the past, particularly 
under the administration of 
former President George 
W. Bush, complained 
that Washington never 
acknowledged the extent that 
the U.S. demand for drugs and 
weapons smuggling played in 
fueling the violence. 

“These criminals are 
outgunning the law 
enforcement officials,” Clinton 
said, referring to guns and 
military-style equipment such 
as night vision goggles and 
body armor that the cartels are 
smuggling into Mexico from 
the United States. 

“Clearly, what we have been 
doing has not worked and it 
is unfair for our incapacity 
... to be creating a situation 
where people are holding the 
Mexican government and 
people responsible,” Clinton 
said. “That’s not right.” 

She said she would repeat her 
acknowledgment as loudly and 
as often as needed during her 
two-day visit to Mexico City 
and the northern industrial city 
of Monterrey during which she 
will brief Mexican officials 
on the administration’s plans 
for the border and counter¬ 
narcotics aid to Mexico. 

The administration announced 
Tuesday that it would increase 
the number of immigrations 
and customs agents, drug 
agents and antigun-trafficking 
agents operating along the 


border. It will also send more 
U.S. officials to work inside 
Mexico. 

In addition, it will allow 
federal funds to be used to 
pay for local law enforcement 
involved in southwestern 
border operations and, at the 
same time, U.S. prosecutors 
will boost efforts to go after 
those smuggling guns and 
drug profits from the U.S. into 
Mexico. 

The measures fall short of 
calls from some southwestern 
states that troops be deployed 
to prevent further spillover of 
the violence, which has surged 
since Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon stepped up his 
government’s battle against 
the cartels. 

“If the steps that we’ve taken 
do not get the job done, then 
we will do more,” Obama 
said. 

In her discussions, Clinton 
plans to stress Obama’s 
commitment and encourage 
Calderon and his top aides 
to boost efforts to combat 
rampant corruption by 
promoting police and judicial 
reform, according to senior 
U.S. officials. 

U.S. help for such projects 
has already begun under a 
three-year, $1.4 billion Bush 
administration-era program 
known as the Merida Initiative 
through which Congress 
already has approved $700 
million to support Mexico’s 


efforts to fight the cartels. 
Clinton’s visit is among 
several high-level meetings on 
the matter. Homeland Security 
Secretary Janet Napolitano and 
Attorney General Eric Holder

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(AP) — NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell wants the 
regular season to expand from 
16 to 17 or 18 games as early 
as 2011. 

Goodell hopes to have a 
proposal to present to league 
owners in May after the matter 
was discussed at length during 
the NFL owners’ meetings that 
ended on Wednesday. 

“It’s possible that we could 
vote in May, but we want 
to have core discussions on 
this,” Goodell said. “Anytime 
you have change, there is 
some reluctance. But it’s clear 
we don’t need four preseason 
games anymore.” 

Goodell said the league has not 
seriously discussed the subject 
with its broadcast partners or 
the players ’ union, and nothing 
could be done without a new 
labor agreement. 

“I think the quality of NFL 
programming, that every one 
of our network partners would 
say, if they have the chance 
to have more regular-season 


programming, they’d be 
interested in it,” Goodell said. 
“A key point is the fans also 
recognize players they want to 
see are not in those preseason 
games; that’s why they are not 
attractive. They want to see 
those players play.” 

As for those players and their 
union, Goodell recognizes an 
expanded schedule will be 
part of collective bargaining 
agreement negotiations; 
owners opted out of the current 
deal last year, and it expires 
after the 2010 schedule, 
which would be an uncapped 
season. 

“Under the current agreement, 
addition regular-season games 
would not be covered,” 
Goodell said. 

Among the issues team owners 
mustdiscussiswhentheregular 
season would begin, how deep 
into February the playoffs and 
Super Bowl would go, and 
when the offseason programs 
— including the combine and 
the draft — would be held. □ 


And that’s why he is more 
relevant than ever in the 
world of golf. U.S. PGA Tour 
commissioner Tim Finchem is 
asking players to be more aware 
of how good they have it. He 
wants them to be reminded that 
they essentially are working 
for the corporate sponsors 
writing the checks and for the 
fans behind the ropes. 

Last week, tour officials posted 
a notice on the bulletin board 
in the locker room at the 
Transitions Championship. 
“Please remember to thank the 
CEO of this week’s event,” 
it read. “Cards have been 
placed in your lockers for you 
convenience.” 

Anyone think Palmer ever 
needed a reminder like that? 
Brad Faxon remembers the first 
time he played with Palmer. 
It was his rookie season in 
1984 at The U.S. Players 
Championship, and when the 
announcer began to introduce 
Faxon by saying, “In his first 
year on tour,” Palmer mocked 
surprise as if the announcer was 
talking about him. The gallery 
roared with laughter. 

Even more memorable about 
that day was what Palmer said 
to him as they walked off the 
first tee. 

“He said, ‘If you want to have 
an impact, be sure to look every 
fan in the eye,”’ Faxon said. 
With his power and charisma 
and sheer passion for the game, 
Palmer was responsible for 
bringing golf to the modern 
masses a half-century ago. He 
won his first Masters the year 
it was first televised. No other 
athlete has remained more 
relevant in retirement. 

Palmer is the host this week at 
the Arnold Palmer Invitational, 
making him one of only two 
players to have a U.S. PGA 
Tour tournament named after 
him (Byron Nelson is the 
other). He last competed in 
an official event in 2006, but 
he will play in the pro-am on 
Wednesday, and four amateurs 
most certainly will have a day 
they won’t forget. 


The defending champion 
at Bay Hill is Tiger Woods, 
the greatest player of his 
generation, well on his way 
to winning more tour events 
and major championships than 
anyone. 

Players like him don’t come 
around very often, if at all. He 
has transcended his sport to 
become one of the most famous 
athletes in the world. He won a 
U.S. Open by 15 shots. He won 
another U.S. Open on one leg. 
Palmer is golf’s greatest 
ambassador. Woods might be 
its greatest player. 

All of which leads to an 
intriguing question. 

Which is golf more likely to 
see next? Another Tiger Woods 
or another Arnold Palmer? 
Padraig Harrington cast his 
vote for another Tiger, mainly 
because of the media and 
celebrity culture. 

“It’s hard to be an Arnold 
Palmer now,” he said. “I don’t 
know if the era could happen 
again where you could have 
somebody like Arnold Palmer, 
who was a man of the people. 
Now, sports people tend to be a 
bit more aloof and detached.” 
Peter Jacobsen said he expected 
to see another Palmer before 
another Woods. 

“Like day turns into night, 
I think you’ll see the tour 
change again very soon,” said 
Jacobsen, in town for a U.S. 
PGA Tour board meeting and to 
work as a TV analyst. “We’ve 
already gone from a tour that’s 
got lots of characters to a tour 
with guys who are intense, 
quiet and driven. I think we’re 
likely to see the next Arnold 
Palmer.” 

Golf is more interesting when 
Woods has a rival. Mickelson 
has resurfaced this year and 
could be No. 1 in the world 
before the Masters. Harrington 
is a threat as he tries to join 
Woods as the only players to 
win three straight majors over 
the last 50 years.

mend, Armstrong must resume 
training almost immediately if 
he’s to meet his goal of racing 
in the Giro d’Italia, which 
begins on May 9, in just over 
six weeks.

Surgeon Doug Elenz inserted 
a stainless steel plate and 12 
screws to stabilize the broken 
collarbone two days after 
Armstrong crashed in the first 
stage of the Vuelta of Castilla 
and Leon in northern Spain. 
“Lance is going to be a patient 
who is going to push the 
envelope,” Elenz said. “This 
first week we’re going to 
make Lance take it easy ... ask 
Lance not to do a whole lot.” 
After taking a few days off, 
Armstrong will be allowed to 
ride a stationary bike. Then 
doctors will monitor his arm 
strength, range of motion in his 
shoulder, as well as his pain, 
to decide what kind of training 
he can do. Doctors don’t want 
him to strain his upper body in 
any way for a while. 

Just hours after the surgery, 
Armstrong was posting to his 


Twitter feed, reassuring fans, 
“howdy folks. Made it thru. 
Took longer than we thought. 
Playing with my kids right. 
Making me feel A LOT better,” 
he wrote. 

Although doctors initially 
thought it was a simple 
fracture, Elenz said X-rays 
showed it was broken in four 
pieces. 

Rating the three-hour surgery 
on a scale of one to 10, from 
easiest to most difficult, he 
called Armstrong’s procedure 
an eight. 

“This was a challenge,” Elenz 
said. “It was a hard case.” 
Elenz said the 12 screws were 
more than he might normally 
use, but he felt they were 
needed knowing Armstrong’s 
goals. The surgery to stabilize 
the bone required about a 5- 
inch incision and the steel 


plate measures about the 
same length, said Elenz, who 
added it’s likely doctors will 
someday remove the plate. 
Armstrong returned to elite 
cycling this year after a three- 
year layoff. 

During a conference call 
on Tuesday, he said he was 
frustrated the injury came 
just as he was getting into top 
shape. He was among the top 
10 riders for much of the race 
on Monday before he crashed 
about 12 miles from the end of 
the stage. 

Now, he’s determined to get 
back to the front. 

“I think the Giro is still very 
doable,” Armstrong said. 
“This is definitely a setback, 
no doubt. It’s the biggest 
setback I’ve ever had in my 
cycling career, so it’s a new 
experience for me.’Q

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Secretaria de Estado, Hillary Clinton, dice 


Estado llnidos culpable de mucha 
violencia en Mexico 


MEXICO DF (Reuters) - Un 
“insaciable” apetito en Estados 
Unidos por drogas ilegales 
es el culpable de mucha de la 
violencia que azota Mexico, 
dijo el miercoles la secretaria 
de Estado estadounidense, 
Hillary Clinton. 

La funcionaria reconocio el 
papel de Estados Unidos en 
el problema de los carteles 
de la droga en Mexico en su 
visita de dos dias al pais donde 
tratara con el presidente Felipe 
Calderon planes de Washington 
para fortalecer la seguridad en 
la frontera comun. 

Un creciente numero de 
asesinatos de bandas del 
narcotrafico en Mexico, que 
alcanzo 6,300 el ano pasado, 
y temores de que la violencia 
pudiera extenderse a Estados 
Unidos ha colocado el combate 
de Mexico contra la droga en 
un sitio importante en la agenda 
del presidente Barack Obama. 
Elio, despues de anos de 
que Mexico considerara 
que Washington estaba 
desatendiendo un problema 
conjunto. “Nuestra insaciable 
demanda de drogas ilegales 
impulsa el narcotrafico. 
Nuestra incapacidad de evitar 
el contrabando de armas a 
traves de la frontera para armar 
a esos criminales causa la 
muerte de policias, soldados 
y civiles”, dijo Clinton a 
reporteros durante su vuelo a 
la Ciudad de Mexico. “Siento 
fuertemente que tenemos co- 
responsabilidad”, dijo. 

El combate a los carteles de 
la droga -que obtienen sus 
armas de contrabando desde 
Estados Unidos y matan a 
sus rivales muchas veces 
en las calles a plena luz del 
dia- se ha convertido en la 
mayor prueba del Gobierno 
de Calderon mientras los 
sangrientos crimenes inquietan 
a inversionistas y turistas. 
Clinton dijo que los esfuerzos 
de Estados Unidos para 
prohibir las drogas y evitar que 
sus ciudadanos las consuman 
claramente no habian tenido 
exito y que era injusto culpar 
a Mexico por la guerra de las 
bandas del narcotrafico. 
Washington recien anuncio 
planes para fortalecer la 
seguridad fronteriza con un 


programa de 184 millones 
de dolares para agregar 360 
agentes de seguridad a puestos 
fronterizos y reforzar la 
busqueda de drogas, armas y 
dinero de contrabando. 

RETOS EN LA RELACION 
Clinton tambien tratara durante 
su visita la disputa sobre 
transporte que sostienen Estados 
Unidos y Mexico, ademas de 
otros temas comerciales y de 
migration. 

Clinton dijo que los socios 
comerciales avanzaban hacia 
una solucion a una disputa 
que llevo a Mexico a aumentar 
los aranceles a productos 
estadounidenses por un 
estimado de 2,400 millones 
de dolares en represalia por 
la decision del Congreso de 
Estados Unidos de terminar un 
programa piloto para permitir a 
camiones mexicanos transitar 
en territorio norteamericano. 
“En la disputa de transporte, 
estamos trabajando para tratar 
de resolverla. Estamos haciendo 
progresos”, comento y dijo que 
esperaba que el Congreso de 


su pais fuera receptivo a las 
ideas del Gobierno de Obama. 
Clinton, cuya visita incluye 
una escala en la nortena ciudad 
industrial de Monterrey el 
jueves, dijo que los espinosos 
temas a discutir no significaban 
que las relaciones entre Estados 
Unidos y Mexico estuvieran en 
problemas. 

“No lo considero asi. Creo 
que tenemos algunos retos 
especificos (...) pero toda 
relacion los conlleva”, 
comento. Mexico ha resentido 
el retraso en la llegada de 
equipo antidrogas que prometio 
el ex presidente George W. 
Bush, mientras funcionarios en 
Washington buscan asegurarse 
de que esa ayuda no terminara 
en manos de funcionarios o 
policias corruptos. 

El Congreso de Estados Unidos 
redujo este mes la ayuda 
antidrogas que destinara este 
ano fiscal a 300 millones de 
dolares desde 400 millones del 
ano pasado, bajo un plan de 
tres anos por 1,400 millones 
de dolares para Mexico y 
Centroamerica. □
